HE Women’s International League 
section of the Women’s Consultative 


Committee on Nationality on Jan- — 


uary 28, led a delegation of approximately 
fifty women who have been active in work 
for peace, to M. Zulueta, the Spanish 
member of the Council, who introduced 
in the Council, on January 26, a report 
concerning the closer co-operation of 
women with the League in its work for 
peace. 

The delegation thanked M. Zulueta for 
his report and then asked him to supple- 
ment the report with action during this 
session of the Council in support of a 
resolution which, if adopted by the Coun- 
cil, would give improved status to the 
Women’s Consultative Committee on Na- 
tionality, a project in which peace work- 
ers are deeply concerned. 

The memorandum left with M. Zulueta 
was as follows: 


His Excellency, Monsieur Zulueta, 
Member of Council of oe of Nations. 


Bacellency: 

This is a committee of women workers 
for disarmament. It has been organized 
by representatives of the Women’s Inier- 
national League for Peace and Freedom 
who are on the Women’s Consultative 
Committee on Nationality created by the 
1931 Council of the League of Nations. | 


_ We first wish to thank you for your 


eport on the collaboration of women in 
he work of the League for peace. We 
yish, however, to say, that we hope that 
his report does not represent all that 
ae Council proposes to offer as a pro- 
‘ram for increasing the collaboration of 
women in the work of the League in the 
jeld of peace. If this is to be all, we are 


afraid that women all over the world 


will be disheartened about the possibility 
of any effective co-operation on the part 
of woman with the League in this field. 


We most earnestly lay before you the 
attached resolution and ask you to recom- 
mend its adoption by the Council at its 
present session. This resolution, if 
adopted by the Council, would give in- 


ereased dignity and recognition to the 


Women’s Consultative Committee on Na- 


tionality which was created by the Coun- 


cil of the League last January. The 
creation of this committee represents the 
only effort which the League has ever 
made to give recognition to the views of 
women in a matter that vitally affects 


their status. If the Council would adopt | 


our proposed resolution it would be one 
practical! way to increase the collabora- 
tion of women with the League in the 
field bie peace and in all other fields. Only 
by giving more recognition to women in. 
the work of the League, can the League 
hope to secure more enthusiastic co- 
operation from women.

Mrs. Meller and Mrs. Lloyd repre- 
sent the Women’s International League 
for Peace and Freedom on the Women’s 
Consultative Committe on Nationality. 
Mrs. John Jay White, New York, chair- 
man of the New York State Branch of the 
Women’s Internsticnal League for Peace 
and I’reedom and a member of the Na- 
tional Board of the U. 8. A. section was 
one of the participants in the deputation. 
The delegation was organized by the 


Women’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom section of the Women’s Con- 
sultative Committee on Nationality. The 


resolution suggested for adoption by the

Wueneas one of the essential bases for 
securing the collaboration of women is to 
give increased recognition to women in 
the work of the League, and

auspices of the e a Women’s Con- 
sultative Committee charged with advis- 
ing the League on the subject of the na- 
tionality of women in relation to the codi- 
fication of international law; |

' The Council also decides to make this 
Women’s Consultative Committee, as now 
constituted and organized, an official com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, with all 
the attributes belonging to other official 
committees of the League.

To the Honorable General Assembly: 


In accordance with an act passed by the | 


1931 session of the General Assembly and 
acting under authority of commissions 
issued by the Governor, May 14, 1931, this 
Special Commission undertook to make a 
careful study of night employment of 
women and their findings and recom- 
mendations are herewith appended. 

This Commission met for organization 
in June, 1931, and elected Herbert M. 
Sherwood, chairman, and postponed ac- 
tive work until the early fall. In October 
the Commission met and determined upon 


_individual study of the question with a 


public hearing at which time proponents 
and opponents of regulatory legislation 
might be given an opportunity to be heard. 

On December 17 the Commission held a 


public hearing in Room 313 at the State 
House which had been duly adyertised 


and was well attended. Much evidence, 
copy of which is appended hereto, was 


offered on both sides of the question and 


_ the time was equally divided between the 


two groups. | 

Following the hearing, the commis- 
sioners undertook to make further private 
study of the questions involved and on 
Tuesday, January 26, met and adopted 
this report with the chairman dissenting. 
Every attempt was made to reconcile 
divergent points of view but this did not 
seem to be possible under the circum- 
stances. | 


So far as can be determined, there is 
no request on file, nor has there been 
in recent years, for laws prohibiting night 
work for women which had their origin 
with either employers of women in indus- 
try or from the women so employed. On 
the contrary, the requests for such regu- 
latory legislation have, without exception, 
come from individuals and groups of indi- 
viduals, none of whom can be considered 
important as employers of women either 
by day or night and whose interest seems 
to be based on the belief that working

‘ One witness of the proponents of a law 
prohibiting night work for women quoted, 
without authority in some cases at least, 
mills whom he claimed had, “signified 
their belief in the fact that night work 
was not a good thing for the industry.” 
Loose talk of this type serves to dis- 
credit much of the testimony offered by 
the proponents of such legislation even 
if they were vitally interested either as 
employees or employers, which without 
exception, we do not believe to be the case. 

It may be that the testimony of the 
women. employed nights is somewhat in- 


fluenced by a desire to retain their em- 
ployment during a time of serious depres- 
sion, which they could not do if legisla- - 


tion was enacted as suggested. This atti- 
tude has been considered in n forming our 
opinion. 


A representative of manu factarere, 
himself a manufacturer, admitted that a 
complete abolition of night work, not cai 
for women, but for men, would be desir- 
able from an economic viewpoint. Such 
legislation would be useless unless nation- 
wide and is probably unconstitutional.

NCE more the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature has rejected a bill making 
women liable for jury service. The bill 
was introduced on petition of the League 
of Women Voters and was supported at 
the hearing on February 2 by a group of 
their able speakers, including Greta Coie- 
man, who filed a brief for them in the 
Jury Service Test case, and Judge Sadie 
Lippner Shulman. The Woman's Party 
also appeared in support of the bill, their 
representatives being Marjorie Gillis, 

Genevieve Fuller, and Lois B. Rantoul. 
The tone of the opposition can well be 
summed up in the remarks of Captain 
Frank M. Doyle, World War veteran, who 


said he opposed the bill in an attempt 


“to save women themselves.” 
“Women,” he added, “do not know where 
they are going, and are too delicate and 
too sweet to be subjected to all that goes 
with jury service.” | 

Immediately after the hearing the joint 
Judiciary Committee voted leave to with- 


draw, with Senator Angier F. Goodwin of | 
Melrose and. Representative Albert In- 


galls of Lynn dissenting. 

Mrs. Rantoul, who since the winning of 
suffrage has heen working for jury service 
for women in Massachusetts, first with the 
League of Women Voters and then also 
with the Woman’s Party, expressed in- 
dignation at the utter indifference of the 


Legislature to the wishes of Massachusetts 
women. Feeling that more drastic meas- 


ures should be taken than the yearly in- 


troduction of a jury bill, Mrs. Rantoul, 
several years ago, suggested a jury test 
case to the Massachusetts Branch of the 
Woman’s Party. The executive committee 


of the Massachusetts Branch were very 
much interested in her proposal and 


financed the Weloskey case. Mrs. Ran- 
toul has from that time served on the 
executive committee of the Massachusetts 
Branch. Her keen legal mind and wide 


legislative experience have been invaluable — 


to the committee. 
Mrs. Rantoul feels that equal poll tax 
for men and women should be the next 


step in preparation for the winning of 


jury service in Massachusetts, and the 
Massachusetts Branch is now working to 
this end.
